Other products: sold in containers resembling liquor bottles 
or fruit flavored elcoholic beverages to anyone wder the age 
of21~years. 

2. Outdoor Lighting- The Licensee agrees to have adequate outdoor 
lighting on the street--side and the alleywside of the establishment for 
the safety of pattons and employees. 

3. Cooperation Tdth the Otv of Chfsuo PoUc:e Department - The 
Licensee, or a representative, agrees to attend a minimum of four ( 4) 
C.A.P.S. meetings and other similar Clty of Chicago sponsored 
meetings to improve awareness with community concerns of 
problems within the neighborhood and will cooperate with local 
police to prevent orimo . 

4. OutcJoor CamefM-The Licensee agrees to install outdoor cameras~ 
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for the safety of patrons and community members. Such cameras 
shall be able to record discemable images from a minimum distance 
of 15 feet in front of and on the sides of any business entrance. 
Licensee shall maintain such cameras and tapes or videos for a 
minimum of 72 hours and make such recordings immediately 
available upon request of any City of Chicago agency. 

5. Lepl ldentifieation Proaram- Licensee aarees to have the licensee 
and all employees take and pass a required alcohol servers training 
class such as BASSETT or TIPS and will ask all patrons to submit 
proper forms of legal identification prior to selling any packaged 
goods liquor or tobacco. 

6. Sjgnag@ -The Licensee agrees to place signs m a conspicuous and 
prominent location reminding patrons to not cause undue noise in the 
community and to respect the neighborhood. 

7. Garbage Dlspot!l Program -The Licensee agrees to have all trash 
picked up on a regular basis and adhere strictly to all City of Chicago 
ordinances concerning litter and garbage. (See attached letter Exhibit 
"A'' from Department of Streets and Sanitation) 

8. Community Particinatiqn - The Licensee agrees to work with the 
local alderman. city agencies and any community groups to address 
any issues with the operation of the business. 

The agreed conditions of this license plan of operation are legally binding and 
may be enforced by City of Chicago enforcement authorities. Violation of 
the above stated agreed conditio.ns may result in th~ imposition of a fine 
and/ or suspension or tevoea~on of all business licenses issued to the licensee. 
Violations of the above stated agreed conditions may also result in tlle 

issuance of cease and desist orders prohibiting the activity which violates the 
conditions of the liquor license. 

The agreed conditions of tbe license plan of operation shall apply to the 
business address and licensee and to all officers, manQgers, members, 
parlners and direct or indirect owners of the entity ofwhich is licensed. The 
sale of the business to other persons purchasing the stock of the licensed 
entity shall be subject to the same agreed conditions set forth in this plan of 
operation.
